The Providence Hosiery Mills, on Buck- 


ley str"Cl, belonging to the estate of Samuel 
Appleton were totally destroyed by fire a 
an enrly hour on Tucf lay morning. 
Prop 


erty valued at ov-:r $100,000 was reduced to 
ashes and two hundred employes have bee 
thrown out of work. 


Shortly before one o'clock the mill was 


discovered to be on fire. It is supposed to 
have h.id its origin in a room where papci 
boxes, such as are used in putting up 
houerj, are stored. No fire was kept in the 
room and the cause of its inception is un- 
accounted for. 
The mill whistles first gave 


the ahum. Three alarms were simultan- 
eously given from the fire alarm boxes, and 
the locomotive whistles added their shrill 
notes of warning. 


Soon the fire companies were on the 


ground, and eight streams of water were 
directed against the 
flames. 
A stiff breeze 


from the northwest blowed steadily and 
rendered their efforts of but little avail. 
It 


was soon seen that the buildings were 
doomed, but the firemen worked heroically 
all niglit and by their efforts saved much 
valuable property. 
The sky was lighted by 


the flames for miles around. 
In Doyles- 


town the reflection could be seen. 
The 


spivris and burning fabrics were borne by 
the fierce wind in every direction and a 
dozen or more houses wore in great danger. 
On Peun, on Wilson, on I'ond and on Ilad- 
cliffe streets the burning cinders fell on the 
roofs and but for tho vigilence of the watch- 
ers would have caused incalculable damage. 
Some were even carried across the river into 
Burlington. The solid stone masonry of the 
big carpet mill acted as a barrier to a great 
deal of Hie flying, burning material, and it 
s thought that but for this a great portion 
of the borough would have been doomed. 


S. B. Ardrey & Son's machine shop on 


Pond street was several times seriously 
threatened. 
A dwelling adjoining DeWitt's 


;reen houses had a nanow escape. 
The 


ouso occupied by William B. Kogers, on 
ladclifl'o street, directly opposite the water 
works, caught fire, which was promptly 
]uenchid with a bucket of water. 
The 


firemen, when it was seen that other por- 
.ions of the town were in danger, wore dis- 
ributed in different parts of the borough in 
irder to give prompt service. 
William E. 


Jorau had steam up in the ferry boat and 
ho crew in readiness to go to "Jurlington at 
a moment's notice, should aiu bo required 
'roin thi' Burlington fire department. 


The intense cold made it hard work for 


he firemen. The spray blown by the wind 
pon thuir clothes, formed a solid coat of 
co, and some wore so covered they found it 
uipossililc to move their arms until they 
were tlmwed out. 


The firemen of Bristol feel exceedingly 


;rateful to those people who so nobly miuis- 
ered to the comfort of the half frozen men 
at the Appleton mill fire. A GAZETTE rc- 
icrter overheard the following: "Say, and 
f it liadu't boan-for.Uob King anil his pail- 
ul of hut coffee, all us fellows on top of the 
Uissum would have been froze stiff." 


Mr. King started soon after the fire broke 


'Ut, and was untiring in his efforts to sup- 
ily the men, handling the lines of hose, 
with cups of hot coffee, working hard all 
light at his self-appointed task. 


Mrs. Mcllvaiue opened her house and 


many a poor fellow feels grateful lor relief 
rom frozen hands and feet. 


Mrs. Pierson did all that lay in her 


>ower for the relief and comfort of tho firc- 
icn. 
Severn! other citizens supplied coffee and 


kept good hot fires in their stoves for. the 
eliof of those who succumbed to the iu- 
cnse cold. 


The Providence mills were built about 
U years ago. 
From a small beginning they 


;rew until they became among the fiuebt 
n the state. The buildings, which were 
mostly of brick, were about 169x100 feet, 
nd were principally two stories high. The 
ntire annual product of about 250,000 doz- 
ns of hosiery and underwear, was handled 
y the well known firm of Young, Smyth, 
'ield & Co., of Philadelphia. 
The amount of insurance on the hosiery 


mills ami stock is not definitely determined 
et. The safe was opened on Tuesday and 
tie books and papers found ia good Condi- 
ion. Yesterday Mr. Robert Peirson, who 
ontrols the mills, was engaged in looking 
vcr its contents 
He thinks the insurance 


now in force amounts to $87,000 or over. 


In addition to the loss of the Providence 
ills, two frame dwelling houses, one owned 
y tho Appleton estate, and the other by 
drs. Sarah Hayes, were destroyed. 
They 


were oceupied by Michael Bafferty and 
George Lee. 
Mr. Lee had an insurance of 


300 on his household goods. 
The build- 


rigs wei e also insured. Mrs. Hayes' build- 
ng was insured in the Phoenix of London, 
or $800, and the one belonging to the Ap- 
'leton estate for $600. 
After the matters connected with the iu- 


urance are adjusted Mr. Pearson expects 
bat work will promptly begin in rebuilding 
lie mills.

Heavy Pumping tar Fire. 


During the three hours heavy pumping at 


,he water works, for the fire at Appleton's 
Mill, the counter on the compound engine 
registered over 900,000 gallons of water, 
almost all of which was used on the fire, as 
.t occurred when neither the railroad nor 
•he town required water. 
The total output 


or the twenty-four hours was 1,869,000 gal- 
ons. The pump has a rated capacity of 
2,000,000 gallons pcrdiera,but the discharge 
of 300,000 gallons per hour was at the rate 
of 7,200,000 gallons per day, a portion of 
the time showing at the rate of nearly 10,- 
000,000 gallons per day, every drop of 
which was actually required to prevent the 
spread of the conflagration. The steam end 
of the vfor»s demonstrated its capability of 
maintaining more than the fifty-six pounds 
of hydrostatic pressure that was kept up 
during the whole of this enormous discharge, 
Lhe safety valve being wide open, and every- 
thing in readiness to supply additional 
streams from the reserve pumps in case of 
ither fires occurring from the sparks that 
wore flying ao Uu£ldit_jcuuu;J.lte_iipner nor_=. 
ion of the town. 


A much better water pressure would have 


leeti obtained at the threatened points as 
he elevation at Buckley street, together with 
he friction of the mains and long lines of 
lose, materially reduced the effectiveness of 
.he streams, while tho fact that the canal 
was empty compelled the steamer to use the 
'ull opening of a fire hydrant on the same 
main from which the plug streams were 
pUying. 


As to the work of the fireman, whether of 


ncorporated or. unincorporated companies, 
who battled with the fire in the teeth of a 
wild March gale, saving the adjoining pro- 
>erties, tho writer believes that no town in 
he country can point to results equaling 
heir service of many years in confining a 
ire to the building in which it originated,

Cripple Creek, while still in infancy, is 


far removed from primitive conditions, and 
1 lamented that I would get no opportunity 
to see ^ gold camp at the very beginning 
and witness this peculiar pioneering, on the 
ground floor. At length, however, rumors 
of a new field began to float about and an 
occasional little item in the papers chron- 
icled findings at West Creek, and finally, 
after diligent inquiry, I discovered a man 
who had just been there and another who 
wanted to go, and a couple of weeks ago the 
two of us took the train for Woodland Park, 
a pretty little mountain resort twenty miles 
from here up Utc Pass. 
My companion 


was a lawyer from Wyoming who has been 
ten or twelve years in this western country, 
and is familiar with the various phases of 
the life, from ranching to mining. 
At 


Woodland Park we took stage for a pull of 
22 miles over a mountain trail to the gold 
camp, and the four horses accomplished the 
distance in four hours. It was a fine rido. 
The day was bright, and with no wind we 
were perfectly comfortable at an altitude of 
nine thousand five hundred feet. 
The trail 


was rough in places, since no pretense of 
filling hollows or cutting off humps has been 
made, but the invigoration of the bright 
sun and the inspiration of the scenery made 
the jolting a secondary matter, and forget- 
ful of inconvenience we plunged on, up and 
up for several miles, then almost level along 
one of those peculiar elevated valleys that 
abound in the Rockies, broad dishes in 
among the very tips of the mountain tops, 
and finally entering timber we staggered 
along down a thickly wooded gulch to our 
destination, the bran new town of Pember- 
ton, under tlie shadow of a great, towering 
~3erg of treeless rocks, cutting the sky with 
agged edges and known as Thunder Butte. 


West Creek, like Cripple Creek, is a dis- 


Tict and not a town. 
It lies due north of 


IMke's Peak, and is about thirty miles as 
he crow flies, from its famous and older 
sister camp, with a mountain ranee between. 
:t is about midway between the Colorado 
Midland railroad at Woodland Park, and the 
South Park road at South Platte on the 
north. 
At the time of our visit there were 


three towns, North Cripple Creek, West 
3reek and Pemberton, though I hear tliat 
ahotber, Tyler, is now going up. 
I rather 


suspect that the name of North Cripple 
Creek has been selected with a boom pur- 
)ose, and that town lots and mining stocks 
ocated there will hereafter be purchased 
under the impression that tbe locality is an 
addition to the town of Cripple Creek. 
I 


must say though that the site is a delightful 
one, and if as is projected, the railroad from 
Denver to Cripple Creek passes through 
-here, it will be the metropolis of the dis- 
.rict. 
At the time of my visit the embryo 


city contained one substantial cabin, one 
saloon, the company's office and three or 
four tents, with the dance halls and a hotel 
ust begun. West Creek contained by count

tents and twenty "shacks," the buildings 
icing stores, saloons and lodging houses. A 
shock is an utterly nondescript affair, a sort 
of architectural 
*'yaher dog," a combina- 


tion of logs, slabs, poles and canvas, as 
varied in proportion and arrangement as is 
the ability of the occupant to buy, beg or 
steal the materials. 
While they are so 


varied as to defy an enumeration of specific 
characteristics, they all have a sore eyed, 
mangey expression impossible to mistake, 
Doing more utterly woe begone in appear- 
ance than the brush huts of tbe choppers in 
the turpentine forests of North Carolina, 
which is saying a great deal. 


The metropolis of the district is Pember- 


ton, nearly at the foot of tbe gulch, down 
which flows the stream of West Creek on its 
meandering way to swell the waters of the 
Platte river. 
To say that Pemberton is a 


'corker" but faintly expresses it. 
Expres- 


sive as slang generally is, it contains no one 
word that can do justice to the impression 
made upon a tenderfoot by an introduction 
to a genuine, fresh, blooming Rocky Moun- 
tain mining camp. 
The first building in the 


town was begun Nov. 14, 1895, and two 
months later, January 16 and 17, when I 
was there, the town comprised between 75 
and 100 buildings, cabins, shacks, tents, 
sheltering about 400 people, I should say, 
though they claimed a population of twice 
this size, which certainly was not there. 
The main street contained thirty-one build- 
ngs, thirteen of them being saloons. There 
are two hotels, _both so utterly atrocious 
that whichever one you select, yott'll wish 


u bad taken the other. 
We stopped at 


the Leddy House, named for, and I believe 
belonging to one of Colorado's State Seno- 
.ors. 
A photograph that I secured, taken 


Dec. 11, shows the structure just begun. 
L'ue partition walk are boarded up about 
'our feet high, and the rest is canvas cov- 
ered with paper. 
The first floor is one 


arge room serving for general loafing pur- 
3oses and dining room, the tables being 
}iled up at night and replaced by cots. The 
second story contains a dozen rooms, one of 
which we were lucky enough to secure. 
About twenty-five per cent of the population 
were genuine miners and prospectors, with 
a sprinkling of investors, half as many 
more storekeepers and saloon keepers, and 
-he balance were boomers and rustlers, com- 
prising every known variety of thug, thief, 
ough, loafer and sharper, with a sprink- 
ing, however, of honest men gone broke, 
without any clear idea of what they were 
after, but imbued with the hope that they 
would strike it rich, somewhere or other. I 
doubt if there was a thousand dollars in 
cash in the'camp. There were about twenty 
women, at least nineteen of whom would 
not make proper subjects for description to 
ears polite. I noticed perhaps half a dozen 
cases where men had brought their wives 
and children, but these had been careful to 
establish themselves on the hillsides, away 
from the centre of population. 
The land, 


of course, for miles, was all sta'ked off in 
claims, the character of which indicated 
very clearly the small proportion of actual 
irospectors. I did not see a dozen that 
>ore any indication of being genuine claims. 
The stakes were up at the corners and claim 
notices posted, but the hole was usually 
sunk in the softest spot, with no indication 
whatever of a vein—just a hole in the drift 
dug under pretense of being a prospect hole, 


ignorance of what constitutes a dis- 


covery shaft, either physically or legally, 
andVno doubt in the majority of instances, 
•nTer^R; srilh ,the intention of "selling tho 
stokes," I heard of marvelous rich assays, 
but only saw two assayers' certificates, one 
showing forty and another sixty dollars to 
the ton. Not a pound of ore has yet been 
shipped, and there was then no shaft deeper 
than twenty-five feet, and all the assays had 
been from "float," that is loose rock found 
on the surface or among the drift, and not 
from a vein. I talked with a half a dozen 
miners and they all agreed in saying that 
there was undoubtedly gold in the district, 
and probably very rich veins, but they 
would be found at depth and would re- 
quire considerable money to discover. What 
interested me chiefly, however, was the 
community itself. Here was a town squeezed 
into a narrow gulch, its only water supply 
and drainage channel as well, a measly lit- 
tle mountain stream that crossed the main 
stieet twice in its windings, and through 
which every horse must wade, the ice not 
being heavy enough to bear teams. 
Here 


were men living in the flimsiest of shelter, 
not a few even sleeping on the frozen ground 
under their wagons, all insufficiently fed 
with (he ' roughest kind of 
badly-cooked 


food, often snatched in a hurry, half cooked 
and eaten, as it were, on the run. Every- 
body at high tension, and many ill-clad, and 
all this in a climate pleasant enough, even 
grateful, in the bright sunlight,but intensely 
cold at night and subject to snow storm and 
tempest, all hands risking not money nor 
merely health, but life itself, in tho mad 
rush for gold. I doubt if a single man in 
the camp would be willing for the absolute 
certainty of work at good wages in any line 
whatever, to endure a tenth of the hardship, 
discomfort and risk that all were voluntarily 
taking for the bare chanse of gold—for a 
lucky strike that each knew well could not 
possibly come to all. Truly we are all in- 
tensely human. The western Populist is ac- 
cusing men of national prominence of con- 
spiring to undermine the foundations of the 
Republic, and shouting himself hoarse in 
denunciation of the eastern gold bug, while 
he himself is starving and freezing, and 
»<""1? 'f "hoot or be shot in his own wild 
stampede for the yellow demon. 


We visited all the saloons and both the 


dance halls in the evening. 
Every saloon 


is, of course, a gambling den, and the pov- 
erty of tlie camp was well shown in the 
small size of the stakes. 
While one or two 


of the saloons have a woman to entertain 
the patrons by howling ''The Sidewalks of 
New York," and other choice classics, the 
women were, of course, congregated at the 
dance halls, where the dark lines in the 
spectrum of human nature were even more 
prominent than in the saloon. 
I went on 


the dancing floor, but declined several invi- 
tations from the sirens to "take a waltz, 
young feller." 
I noticed that my compan- 


ion stuck closely to me, and in response to 
his look I followed him through tbe crowd 
and out no the street. 
' 'What's the matter; 


did I do anything green ?" "Lord, no!" he 
said, "I was afraid of your gall—you did 
liave sense enough not to dance, but I was 
.afraid TOU were going to, and there'd have 
been a row if you had, most likely." " lie" 
then explained that the lack of toughness in 
my appearance was likely to give the im- 
pression that I had money about me, and 
that the trick in such cases was for the 
woman to pick a quarrel, which naturally 
ended in doing up the tenderfoot—which 
was possibly ft "guff," but I thanked him 
and told him he might be ready with his 
gun, though 1 would try to give him no use 
for it, and we went to the rival dance hall. 
Shortly before midnight we sought our room 
and crawled in between rough blankets to 
sleep the sleep of the just under half a ton 
or so of heavy comfortables that kept me 
warm but nearly broke my bones with their 
weight. 
My companion insisted that I 


should put all my belongings at my head 
and my money next to my skin, and stick- 
ing his seven shooter under liis pillow, said, 
"Now there's my gun, and if anything hap- 
pens grab it first and ask questions after- 
wards." The night passed quietly, how- 
ever','except that in the small hours, having 
left our door open for ventilation, we were 
awakened by a drunkard staggering in and 
declaring that it was bis room, but we told 
him we would pitch him out of the window 
if he didn't get out and lie giggled and left, 
while my good-natured companion, at the 
suggestion of my fear that tbe drunken 
idiot might drop his candle and set the 
flimsy place afire, crawled out into the cold, 
and with the help of the landlord, who had 
also been aroused, stowed the loafer away 
with safety to the rest of us. 
I'd give a 


half a dollar for a picture of that^giggling 
fool standing swaying in the doorway, try- 
ing to hold his candle straight and gurgling 
''zish shiz my room—zish number nine— 
my room." 


As I am constitutionally opposed to get- 


ting up first in the morning I let my com- 
panion have that honor and struggled down 
stairs about seven o'clock and while stand- 
ing at the general washstand, fishing the 
ice but of the bucket preparatory to taking 
a cold storage wash, he appeared with a 
welcome dipper of hot water that he had 
confiscated from the kitchen for me and I 
''slicked off" witli some degree of comfort. 
The'stage ride and tramping about the hills- 
the day before, with inability to ''go the 
grub" had roused a fierce appetite and I 
managed to get down a couple of hard 
noiled eggs for breakfast—you can feel that 
eggs are clean. 
At noon my companion, 


with the admission that the grub was pretty 
tough, suggested that we try a restaurant to 
fill our hollowness. 
We tried it. 
He 


did better 
than 
I 
could. 
I wasn't 


yet 
actually 
starving and 
could 
not 


go the bowl of steaming grease called beef 
soup, nor the cup of murky filth named 
coffee, so we lit our pipes and strolled out 
amid the pine covered hills to get hungrier 
than ever. 


T must confess that as I stood in those 


dance halls and looked into the faces of the 
toughs -and the—well, toughesses, I suppose 
will describe them, I did not see much ro- 
mance. The hard, cruel reality was too 
prominent in face and action. 
I tried to 


recall the Bret Harte stories of generosity 
and kind-heartedness, and to decipher some 
outcropping of it, but all I could do was to 
feel the hope that the good God in his mercy 
did sometimes allow a faint glimmer of 
something bright to illuminate for a mo- 
ment those blackened lives and the odor of

some forgotten goodness to quench for an 
instant the foul rottenness of their degraded 
humanity. And yet, 1 cannot tell why, but 
with all the toughness and filth and disor- 
order and crime of this rough little mining 
camp, that is uncouth to look upon and in- 
convenient to be in, twenty-odd miles from 
railroad or postoffioc or telegraph, with no 
order and less law, that has had its initia- 
tion of bullets, though not yet its baptism 
of murdor, with it all, there is a fascination 
about it, such that I would have stayed 
longer had I not realized that hunger and 
exertion werp fair to soon reduce mo to a 
point where some unlocked for exposure 
would mean pneumonia, of which there 
were seven cases in the camp.

IlrUtol'D Water Supply. 


EDIIOK GAZETTE:—H is an extremely deli- 


cate matter to join issue with one whose age 
and character justly entitle luia to the re- 
spect and regard of his fellow-townsmen, 
and it is only justifiable when the subject of 
discussion is one of pressing public impor- 
tance, and when it is necessary to put facts 
in their true light. 


An article signed by our esteemed fellow- 


citizen, Louis A. Houget, published in our 
local papers last week, makes, doubtless in- 
advertently, a statement 'more erroneous 
than tlie "impressions" which the writer of 
the piece felt it his duty to correct. 
It was 


stated, in effect, that as a member of tbe 
town council 1 was in measure responsible 
for allowing much additional sewage to be 
emptied into the river, thus adding to its 
ontaniination. Had the writer of said as- 
sertion taken the pains to look up the facts 
of the case he would have learned that in, I 
think two cases, where permission was 
asked to connect with sewers emptying into 
the rivor above the water works, it was op- 
posed by me by belli speaking and voting 
again&t tlie granting of tho privilege, but if 
my memory serves me, I was in the hope- 
less minority of one. 


The article seems to convey the impres- 


sion that it is not ''good form" for one wlio 
has only lived a decade in Bristol to be so 
rash as to criticise one of its time-honored 
institutions. " Tis true, 'tis pity," that I 
would be ineligible for membership among 


The 
First Settlers," but possibly my 


temerity may be excused by the plea lhat 
for more than thirty years 1 have enjoyed a 
fairly intimate acquaintance wilh tbe vary- 
ing fortunes of the borough which is now 
my home. 


It would afford me great pleasure to agree 


with the writer of the article in his belief 
that the management of the water company 
lias always been guideU'tiy an unsenrsli /eal 
for the welfare of the town, but, unfortu- 
nately, that gratification is denied me, not 
only by my knowledge of Bristol prior to 
1885, but also by some official intercourse 
with the company since. 


Passing from these items personal, there 


are two or three points of public interest 
contained in the piece under consideration, 
to which attention may be profitably di- 
rected. 


First—It is no excuse for the miserable 


quality of our water to say that it is no 
worse than what our neighbors are com- 
pelled to put up with. 
Many a bad boy has 


tried to escape merited correction by plead- 
ing that he was no worse than the other fel- 
low, no, not nearly as bad, but this sort of 
argument does not usually tend to a lessen- 
ing of punishment. 


Second—By a singular coincidence two 


opinions were given in last week's GAZETTE, 
side by side. One, by Treasurer Hoguet, 
pronounced that filtration did not amount to 
much, anyhow. 
The 
other, 
by 
Prof. 


Drown, of Lehigh University, who has evi- 
dently given the subject much study, cited 
not only theory, but facts, proving that fil- 
tration meant the difference between pure 
and impure water. 
When, in 1892, the 


cholera raged in the city of Hamburg, the 
city of Altona, three or four miles below, 
drew its water supply from the Elbe, which 
received all the drainage from Hamburg, 
and yet, thanks to its thorough filtration, 
Altona was practically clear of disease. 
Lawrence, Mass., is another instance where 
it has been demonstrated Unit filtration has 
practically eradicated 
typhoid in a city 


where previously the death rate from that 
preventable disease had been large. 
If it 


be true that every case of typhoid costs tlie 
community $100, as has been carefully cal- 
ulated, the loss to Bristol this winter can 
be reckoned by thousands of dollars, and 
all on account of using contaminated water. 
Counting the sickness and death from ty- 
phoid during the past three or four years, 
the people of Bristol have lost almost 
enough money to build an entirely new 
water works. 
There are no insurmouutable 


obstacles in the way of getting clean, pure, 
palatable water from the Delaware, water 
far better than any well water, only need- 
ing purification to put the river at tbe head 
of any available source of supply. 


In conclusion, it may not be amiss to re- 


mark that the writer claims no monopoly of 
zeal for the welfare of Bristol, and all credit 
for anything that he may have been able to 
do for the good of the borough is largely 
due to tbe co-operation of others of his fel- 
low citizens who have been much more than 
equally public spirited. 
Furthermore, the 


articles on our water supply, of which this 
is the summing up, have not boon prepared 
in any spirit of animosity to the water com- 
pany or any of its managers, but solely as 
an effort to arouse them to the great impor- 
jince of showing by their deeds that they 
are in very truth interested in the town's 
welfare, and that they may be persuaded to 
;ay aside all prejudice and nil selfish con- 
siderations, and perform the paramount 
duty they owe the community, namely, to 
furnish an abundant supply of PURE water. 
While all of the people of a community 
may be trifled with some of the time, and 
some of the people all of the time, it is a 
risky thing to venture on trifling with all of 


the people all of thp lime, und unless the 
water company promptly dikes niuusures to 
improve tho quality of our wntor, 1 Imvc 
reason to believe that (lie citi/ons may tr}' 
to find a way to remedy thuir juit, gnev- 
iouoes, more effectual than newspaper con- 
troversy, which, on my part, is now closed.

COUNT VON ZEPPELIN.

German ScientlaU Call It the Graateit 


Aohlevement of the Ace—Can Be Steered 
In Any Direction—Kaiser Backing Its 
Promo tern. 


Loading scientists of Berlin predict that 


before tho close of tho century half of the 
world's passenger traffic will be conducted 
In the air.. 
I 


Trusting In the judgment of some of 


tho most eminent meteorologists of Ger- j 
many, a number of capitalists of Berlin ' 
aril other large cities are forming a big 
syndicate for the construction of airships, 
patterned after the invention of Count von 
Zeppelin, a well known and popular Wnrt- 
toniberg officer. 
The inventor has now, 


after years of assiduous labor, perfected 
his contrivance, and it is approved by all 
who have seen it. It is pronounced the 
greatest achievement of the age. 


The people of Stuttgart, where the in- 


ventor resides, though praising the count 
for his brave services during the Franoo- 
Prusslan war, have always ridiculed him 
for spending his time and money on what 
they thought was a pseudo-scientific chi- 
mera. History credits Count von Zeppelin 
with having contributed much toward the 
success of the German army in 1871. 


With a few comrades he undertook a reo- 


onrjoitoring tour of the Alsatian strong- 
holds. He was the only one of the party 
who escaped; the others were either killed 
or taken prisoners. He managed to place 
important information in the hands of 
General von Moltke. 


Count von Zeppelin has spent all his life 


and energies in seeking to solve the prob- 
lem of controlling aerial navigation. 
His 


enormous estate has been spent in the con- 
struction and trials of airships. 


During all these years he took but few

he sought to explain tho better grow his 
command of German, until his speech was 
as fluent as a nativels. But tho officer 
was now firmly convinced that ho had be- 
fore him one who ought to bo in tho army 
of the kaiser, so he refused to listen fur- 
ther and told tho American to stand aside 
and make room for the other passengers. 


Tho situation was alarming. The ton-

Have you ever thought of how 
ry un- 


grateful we are toward tho living, and 
how we hustle around to make amends 
for it after they are dead? 


Among tho prosperous farmers just over 


the border of an adjoining state was one 
noted for making things count. Ho had 
as good and faithful a wife as ever foil to 
tho lot of a man, but he did not seem to 
have much time for her. She managed tho 
household affairs splendidly, made the fin- 
est butter that went to the city market 
and never allowed her family to want for 
home comforts. 
If she got tho toothache, 


he allowed her to doctor it, and if she com- 
plained of the pain he said she was growl- 
ing and showed by his manners that he 
was annoyed. 


But if a sheep got tho sniffs, or if a cow 


showed signs of hollow horn, or a pig be- 
came slightly scroffy, he would tear around 
at a great rate, sit up all night or ride post 
haste to town and buy very expensive 
medicines or bring the veterinary. Ho 
couldn't bear to see an animal suffer; be- 
sides if it died it was a dead loss. 


Through neglect to consult a dontht 


this man's wife became sorely afflicted, 
but she kept on her foot for his sake as 
long as she could, then took to her bed and 
died. 


That man took it awfully hard, wore 


crape, went moping around for a year or 
more and put up a monument to her 
memory at a cost that would have covered 
the expense of providing her with needed 
belp, medical attention or made life a 
comfort to her and a pleasure to him. 


Cincinnati furnishes a typical case.

fVith tattered overcoat, dilapidated hat, 
leaky shoes and empty pocket he was per- 
mitted to make his home on the streets in 
winter and pick up here and there a bit to 
eat, like a friendless dog. 


As soon as his starved, emaciated, dead 


body had been discovered the whole town 
rushed to the rescue. The good people 
who know him well and had often seen 
lira in tatters wore horrified to learn that 
le had died in want. The papers extolled 
his greatness in columns of editorial, the 
ninistry recounted his virtues in glow 
ng words, and leading citizens at once 
>roposed a monument to perpottmte his 
nemory, and of course to show their high 
appreciation ot the man and oi his accom- 
plishments. 


In tho public library stands a bronze 


)ust of the famous Professor Vaughn, but. 
he inscription on the tablet does not toll 
hat he suffered and finally died for the 
wont of a tithe of tho money invested in 
his memento. 


Wonder are we waiting for gome of our 


men of worth or our men of genius to die 
lofore we accord to them the honors long 
overdue? Have we those among us who, 
by a little—just a little—help could be 
and would be of great value to our city? 
Would it not be more immune, more phil- 
anthropic and more sensible to aid them 
while they_ live than to monument thenT 
when they die?—Pittsburg Commercial- 
Gazette. 


Burmese Wearing:. 


In the Burmese villages ovory.houso con- 


tains a loom, and on these are woven the 
really beautiful stuffs woru by tho natives. 
Some of these materials are damasks of 
complicated patterns. The mystery of the 
"cards" and the Jacquard loom has never 
penetrated those primitive regions, and I 
fouud that oloHO patterned dumnBkti of vifc- 
riad and Brilliant colors wore produced by 
the weaver's passing to and fro through 
the warp threads tiny shuttles carrying 
weft. 
I counted once 100 shuttles used on 


a silk damask 24 inches wide. I have wit- 
nessed few prettier examples of village and 
hand industries than seeing women and 
girls, gayly clad and chatting merrily, sit 
skeining and winding bright colored silks 
under the palms and papayas of the wood- 
land lanes of Amaurapoora, or busy at tho 
loom, weaving with deft fingers, by means 
of a hundred shuttles, under tlie shade of 
bamboo shelters sot against the plaited 
walls of toyliko houses. 


Work as hard as they may, tho earnings 


of these willing and clover workers are but 
2 annas a day—that is. loss than twopence. 


Many mouths go by before an elaborate 


damask tamoin is finished. On the pulleys 
of the loom may be often soon little bronze 
figures o£ nats or fairies placed there to 
win the good offices of the g'uardian spirit, 
for, firm as may be tlie belief of tho Bur- 
man in a pure Buddhism, helms not shak- 
en off the older belief in spirits, fairies 
and angels, good or bad.—Cornhill Maga-

Invented the Lucifer Match. 


Who invented the lucifor match? Sir 


Isaac Holdeu had the first idea of it in 
England and stated it at a lecture, but 
took out no patent, and thus lost a chance 
of finding a fortune. 
The jubilee of the 


German lucifer mutch was kept in Sep- 
tember, 1883, at Vienna. Throe Austrians 
wore then credited with having invented it. 


M. Jonn Eenaud now says tho lucifer 


match is due to Charles Sauria, a follow 
student o£ M. Grevy at the iyooos of Po- 
ligny and Dole. Sauria vainly tried to 
obtain 1,500 francs to work his invention, 
which he communicated to M. Nioolot, the 
professor of chemistry and natural philoso- 
phy at tho Dole lycoe. Benaud often saw 
Nicoletuse at his class lectures phosphorus 
and sulphur to' strike lights. He gave 
Sauria credit for the invention. In 1831 
Nicolet was sent on a scientific mission to 
Germany. He waa instructed to see to 
what account chemistry had been turned 
in arts and manufacture. 
There his tour 


embraced the industrial cities of Austria 
and Hungary. 
What, asks M. Henaud, is 


more probable than that he should have 
spoken here of Sauria's lucifer match? It 
may be that the throe Austrians, Sauria 
and Sir Isaac Holden thought out tho mat- 
ter independently of each other.—London 
News.

of this century, it is said, there were few 
noble families which had not in their 
china closets an elaborate service of Worces- 
ter bearing the family arms and motto in 
appropriate 
emblazonment. 
In 
1811, 


George IV being then prince regent, sov- 
orf ,1 splamlid services of Worcester porcelain 
were ordered to equip his table, for the now 
social duties entailed by 'his regency, and 
jno of those alone cost £4,000. In tho 
museums at tho Worcester works there aro 
npooimens of many beautiful services de- 
signed in accordance with the contempo- 
rary ideas of pomp and statellness. 


Tho porcelain artists in those days must 


IHH e boon well versed In heraldry, for their 
chief dutios soom to have been the repro- 
duction of crests and coats of arms. Some 
of the services have interesting stories. 
Thoro is one of deep royal blue, beautifully 
decorated and bearing lu the oenter on em- 
blematical figure of Hope. 
The story ran 


that it was ordered by Nelson for presenta- 
tion to too Duke of Cumberland, and 
that tho llguro of Hope was really a por- 
trait of Lady Hamilton. This, however, 
was an error. Tho service was ordered by 
tho duke himself in the ordinary way, and 
though Lord Kelson did order a service ol 
Worcester porcelain ho died before it could 
bo completed, and it was afterward dis- 
peisod.—Chambers' Journal.

Antarctica. 


Antarctica, whether a continent or an 


archipelago, the islands of which arounitod 
by sheets of ice, is considered to have a su- 
perficial area of 4,OUO,000 square miles, be- 
ing, therefore, larger than Australia. Tho 
great chain of volcanoes In Victoria Laud 
risen over 15,000 foot above tho son. On tho 
South American side of Antarctica Is tbo 
active volcano of Brldgman and tho largo 
and partly submerged volcano of Deception 
island, with a crater over 5 milos in diam- 
eter, tho walls of which, built up of alter- 
nating layers of ice and volcanic soorino, 
rise 1,800 feet above tho sea. Sedimentary 
rooks of the Eocene age, with fossil trees, 
wero discovered in 189B at Seymour island, 
and tho French ship Talisman, oft tho 
antarctic continent many years previous- 
ly, dredged fragments of rock containing 
a fossil plant characteristic of the Trlassio 
rocks of Europe. Near Laurie island, in 
the South Orkneys, limestone occurs. 
Those rocks are of special interest as con- 
firming the theory that Antarctica is a 
continent rather than au archipelago, for 
the mlcroolino granite, with gamot and 
tourmaline and the mica schists, must have 
had a continental origin, such rocks being 
almost unknown in oceanic islands.—C. 
E. Borchgrevink in Century. 


Another Bit of Old Yale Doomed. 


The occupants of Lyceum hall, one of 


tho most famous buildings of the old brick 
row at Yale, have been notified to vacate 
their rooms at tho close of tho present col- 
lego year. 
The building is to bo torn 


flown to make room for tho improvement 
of tho campus. 


This stop has boon made possible by tho 


erection of the William Walter Pholps 
Memorial hall, which will bo completed in 
June. Lyceum hall was built in 1804, and 
although by no moans tho oldest building 
on the campus, yet it is strongly bound up 
with tho history of tho college and pre- 
sents in itself an exceedingly interesting 
study.—Now York Herald.
